NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 7th November, 1989 

G.S.R. No. 967(E)-.—In exercise of powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the AH 
India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951) and in pursu¬ 
ance of sub-rule (1) of rule 9 of the Indian Police 
Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1954, the Central 
Government after consultation with the State Govern¬ 
ments and the Union Public Service Commission, 
hereby makes the following regulations further to 
amend the Indain Police Service (Appointment by 
Promotion) Regulations, 1955, namely:— 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian 
’Police Service (Appointment by Promotion) Second 
Amendment Regulations, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Police Service (Appointment by 
Promotion) Regulations, 1955,— 

(l) after clause (k) of sub-regulation (l) of regu¬ 
lation 2, the foliowing clause shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“( 1 ) ‘Year’ means the period commencing on 
the first day of April and ending on the 
31st day of March of the subsequent year.’’; 

v in. regulation 3. for sub-regulation (1), the 
1 following sub-regulation shall be. substituted, na¬ 
mely:— - 

(1) There shall be constituted for a State Caere, 
or a joint cadre, a Committee consisting of 
the Chairman of the Commission or, where 
the Chairman is unable to attend, any 
o'her Member of the Commission jrpies'-nt- 
ing it end the following other members 
name'y :— 

(a) For States other than Joint Cadres : 

(i) Chief Secretary, 

(ii) OMer not below the rank of Secretary 

to the Government Incharge cf Home 
Department;

NOTE : The position of the Committee for the Joint 
Cadre of Arunaehal Pradesh-Goa-Mizoram- 
Union Territories will be determined sepa¬ 
rately in consultation with the Joint Cadre 
Authority for the said Cadre.”; 

(3) In regulation 5,—■ 

fa) for the words “first day of January” 
wherever they occur, the words “first day 
of April” shall be substituted; 

(b) for sub-regulation (1), the following sub-regu¬ 

lation shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(1) Each Committee shall ordinarily meet at 
intervals not exceeding one year and 
prepare a list of such members of the 
State Police Service, as are held by them 
to be suitable, for promotion to the Set- 
vice. The number of members of the 
State Police Service to be included in the 
list shall be calculated as the number of 
substantive vacancies anticipated in the 
course of the period of 12 months, com¬ 
mencing from the date of preparation of 
the list, in the posts available for them 
under rule 9 of the Recruitment Rules 
plus twenty per cent of such number or 
two whichever is greater. 

EXPLANATION—In case of joint cadres, a separate 
select list shall be- prepared in respect of 
each State Police Service, the size of each 
select Ust being determined in the manner 
indicated above.” 

(c) sub-regulation f2A) and explanation there¬ 

under shall be omitted; 


fd) In sub-regulation (5), for the words “the 
State Police Service" the following shall he 
substituted, namely:— 

“the State Police Service : 

Provided trat the name of any officer so inclu¬ 
ded in the list shall be treated as provisional 
if the State Government, withholds the inte¬ 
grity certificate in respect of such officer or 
any proceedings are conemplated or pend¬ 
ing against him or anything adverse against 
him has come to the notice of the State 
Government.”; 

4. After regulation 6, the following regulation shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

“6A. The State Government shall also forward 
a copy of the list referred to in regulation 
6 to the Central Government and lie Cen¬ 
tral Government shall send their observa¬ 
tions on the recommendations of the 
Committee to (he Commission.”; 

5. In regulation 7,— 

(a) for sub-regulation (I), live following sub¬ 

regulation shall be substituted, namely: 

“(1) The Commission shall consider the list 
prepared by the Committee alongwith— 

(a) the documents received from the State 

Government under regulation 6; 

(b) the observations of the Central Govern¬ 

ment and unless it considers any 
change necessary, approve the list."; 

(b) in sub-regulation ( 4 ), — 

(i) before the first proviso, the following shall 

be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that no appointment to lie Ser¬ 
vice under regulation 9 shall te made 
after the meeting of the fresh Com¬ 
mittee to draw up a fresh list under 
regulation 5 is held”; 

(ii) in the first proviso, for the words "Provided 

that”, the words “Provided further that” 
shall be substituted; 

6. In regulation 9,—- 

fa) in sub-regulation (1), after the proviso, the 
following provisos shall be inserted, name¬ 
ly:— 

“Provided further that the appointment of an 
officer, whose name has been included in 
the select list provisionally, under pro¬ 
viso to sub-regularion (5) of regulation 5 
shall be made after his name is made un¬ 
conditional by the Commission on the 
recommendations of the State Govern¬ 
ments during the period the Select List 
remains in force. While making appoint¬ 
ment of an officer junior to a select list 
officer whose name has been included pro¬ 
visionally in the select list, one post will 
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have to be kept vacant for such a provi¬ 
sionally included officer; 

Provided also that in case where a select list officer 
whose turn for appointment has come, has expressed 
his unwillingness for appointment to the service and 
the State Government concerned informs the Central 
Government accordingly, his juniors from the select 
list shall be appointed without keeping any post reser¬ 
ved for such an office!, He shall have no claim for 
appointment to the service from that select list.”; 

(b) for sub-regulation (2), the following sub- 
regualtion shall be substituted, namely.— 

“(2) It shall not ordinarily be necessary to 
consult the Commission before such 
appointments are made, unless during 
the period intervening between the 
inclusion of the name of a member 
of the State Police Service in the 
Select List and the date of the pro¬ 
posed appointment there occurs any 
deterioration in the work of the mem¬ 
ber of the State Police Service or there 
is any other ground which, in the 
opinion of the State Government or 
the Central Government, is such as to 
render him unsuitable for appointment 
to the service.”; 

(7) after regulation 9, the following shall be inser¬ 
ted, namely:— 

*‘9A. Powers of the Central Government not to 
appoint in certain cases.— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
Regulations or the recommendations made 
by the State Government concerned 
under Regulation 9(1). The Central 
Government may not appoint any person 
whose name appears in the Select List, if 
it is of opinion that it is necessary or 
expedient so to do in the public interest; 

Provided that no such decision shall be 
taken by the Central Government 
without consulting the Union Public 
Service Commission”; 

(8) the Schedule shall be omitted.
